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Bath salts always make an attractive gift, 
and they can be.quite easily and cheaply 
made at home. Either soda or borax crys- 
tals should be used. ‘he latter, however, are 
rather expensive. The soda crystals shonid 
be of a good quality, and swell shaped and 
glassy. They. c@n be dyed with any good 
cold-water dye. 

Make a solution of the dye in water, and 
then add glycerine to this solution in the 
proportion of a dessertspeonful to a pint of 
Spray this on to the ervstal by 
means of a scent spray, taking care that they 
ate. turned frequently by means of & spoon 
so that they all absorb the dye“. 

To ‘scent the crvstals a few drops “of some 
essential oil, such -as..wiolet or lavender, 
should be added. The crysials should then 
be left to dry on a tray 'Íor a short time. 
C-re should be taken that they are not left 
to dry for too long, for they tend to lose 
water and present a powdery appearance. 

When ready they should he packed in fancy 
jars or boxes. Painted glass jars for the pur- 
pose can be obtained quite cheaply, but an 
empty sweet jar decorated with fancy but- 
ter paper will answer the purpose almost 
as well, 
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TO “UNMARK ” CLOTHING. 


To remove -marking.ink. íron linen, first 
wet. the part of the linen containing' the 
stain, stretching it across the top of a basin 
or cup which is two-thirds full of hot water; 
and then apply salts of lemon to the stain. 
Allow the salts of lemon to remain until 
the marks are definitely showing signs of 
going, Finally, wash the material and the 
ink stains. will have completely disappeared. 
Care should be taken that the water in the 
vessel over which the article is stretched 
is almost boiling so that the steam rises 
through the linen. Another important point 
to remember is not to attempt to wash the 
linen until the ink shows signs of dis- 
appearing.

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The art of permanent waving is not so new 
as some believe, íos the ladies of ancient 
i;uypt were wont to wind their hair on to 
smooth wooden curling-sticks or bigoudies, 
and, in order that the curl might endure, 
they packed the hair in clay, There is not 
the slightest doubt that some re-agent was 
employed in connection with the soft clay. 
Hair, when wound on the curler and packed 
In clay, was allowed to hake in the sun, 
thus producing a more lasting curl, 

In ancient Greece the method of permanent 
waving was more advanced; and we are in- 
debted to the Grecian beauties for curling- 
irons. The next step towards the ‘perm ” 
was what is termed the “' Papillottes '—-in 
wviher words, the ‘‘Curling Papers”; but 
little progress was made in that stage until 
the Poudre came into existence. 

Then came the first practical idea of the 
rresent permanent wave, for it was proved 
that boiling the hair was more effective than 
baking it. Experts set to work and adopted 
a system of boiling the hair on the human 
head, but it was ‘f Eugene’’ who invented 
the means whereby the heating element, 
which produced steam out of a wrapper— 
known the world over as the Eugene Sachet— 
created the steam in close proximity to the 
roots of the wound hair, and actually steamod 
the hair to a desired degree, and thus ob- 
tained the permanent wave. 

“Women have learned the comfort and 
practicability, as well as the beauty, of a 
curly, bobbed head of hair, and have re- 
solved never to grow their hair long again,” 
declares Mr. Eugene Suter. ‘‘ Women will 
not grow the long hair for the simple reason 
that the vogue of millinery does not permit 
of buns and pads and creations of bygone 
days, and, although women have accepted 
the long frocks for evening wear, it is reason- 
able that for day wear they will never again 
subscribe for the utterly impracticable long

CANON BOYLAN ON ITS 
WORK.

Lhe Nuperbance of the primar’ school and 
the part it plays in the formation of charac- 
ter .was stressed by the Verv Rev. Canon 
Boylan, D.D., Vice-President of St. Patrick's 
College, Maynooth, in a sermon preached 
yesterday at St. Andrew's Church, Westland 
Row, Dublin, in connection with the Andrean 
celebrations. 

Keferring “fo the missionary zeal of the 
patron of the parish, Doctor Bovlan said 
that in modern life interests were so inter- 
veldied and intertwined that, whether people 
willed iv’ or not, they must be intimately 
atiected bv the spiritual and social conditions 
aud outlook of their fellows. 

“ There are,” he said, “in this buga 
parish five thousand children attending the 
primary schools. This army of Young peopie 
ma few years will be active and influential 
factors in the, partsh; they will be workers, 
heads of families, voters; they will be ihe 
sort of people who gravely and intimately 
affect your lives for good or evil. It is, 
then, vour highest and holiest interest that 
sehool-life should be made for them a time 
oF peace and reasonable comiort, and a 
season of pleasant religious, intellectual, and 
oclal training. Nowadays the school has 
largely replaced the heme as the training 
ground: of vouth. This is particularly true 
vf the primary school: for it is there that 
our future citizéns are taught and trained. 
and thei outlook and I) ral character 
formed,” 

Referring to the difficulty of keeping the 
schools elean and comfortable. and providing 
breaklasts for the very large number of 
children who need them, Dr. Boylan added 
that for this purpose a sum of over £500 was 
needed annuajly, while, in addition, pro- 
vision had io be made for large numbers of 
orphans. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, Archbishop of 
Dublin, presided at the Mass, and was 
assisted at the throne by the Very Rev. 
Canon Kellv, P.P., V.F. (Sandyford) : the 
Very Rey.

When 
properly sifted in such a way as to help 
winter dairying, a tariff, he believes, would 
eventually prove a cure for the industry. and 
a permanent and sound one, A scheme to 
make the farmer a full-time worker, with full- 
time returns, would certainly be welcome., 
The scheme should not be tariffs to keep out 
the foreigner und’ cover. a retreat for the 
capitalist, but tariffs to handcuff both and 
give priority and protection to winter butter 
produced in winter. ' , i 

Mr. Murphy states :—' Now is the time to 
enact, the legislation that will lead to having 
winter dairying profitable in the winter of 
1931-32. in laying the foundation of the 
scheme uphold the present tariff (not so high 
Pat a tax on cold-stored butter at home ; then 
the winter-raised butter, fresh and vigorous, 
with vitamins active, should asll at its 
value {it would not be hampered by the 
foreign butter or the glut from the dump). 
The price realised would remunerate the 
farmer decently, while the consumer would 
be treated to a first-class, vigorous, delicate 
article. 

A tariff on bacon would inflate the value of 
milk, the pig population would be greater, 
and skim milk could be cashed to greater 
advantage. 

Mr. Murphy considers that the farmer him- 
self should look ahead and not leave all to 
the legislators; he should prepare for winter 
feeding of more cows. Full-time returns can 
only be achieved through winter dairying. 


THE FARMER’S POSITION. 

Mr. J. Gannon, manager of the Kille- 
shandra Co-operative Agricultural and Dairy 
Society, Ltd., writes, relative to the sugges- 
tion that the consumer is being exploited by 
the tariff on butter, and points out that at 
is. 6d. per pound the net price that the 
farmer gets is 1s. 2d. per pound; roughly, 
equal to fivepence per gallon for milk. At 
these prices farmers are producing milk and 
buiter for the country at a heavy loss. He 
believes that the Government in their 
attitude towards ihe butter industry have 
struck the right key. ‘‘ Credit is due to the 
Tariff Commission for the business-like way 
in which they handled this matter in the 
interests ot the consumers, and to Mr, 
Hogan, our able and practical Minister for 
Agriculture, and to Mr. Blythe for implement- 
ing the Commission’s recommendation, and at 
the right moment.”’

CABBAGE. 


From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

There are a thousand acres devoted to 
erowing cabbage in County Dublin, and it is: 
estimated that Dublin citizens consume 56\lb. 
ot cabbage per head per annum, 

The varieties grown are _ principally 
Offenham, for early spring use; Nonpareil, for 
summer and autumn, and a special strain of 
Savoy for winter. The Savoy used is a very 
fine strain of large Drumhead, the seed of 
which is saved in the County Dublin. 
Judging from its likeness to some of the 
Savoys grown at Ormskirk, in Lancashire—a 
great Savoy-growing centre—Mr. G. Q. 
Sherrard. horticalturist at the Albert College 
Farm, Glasnevin, thinks it originated there. 
The Nonpareil cabbage grown in County 
Dublin is also a fine variety, of which there 
are several strains, such as Shaw’s Princes, 
of which seed is in some cases saved locally. 


PRODUCTION OF BROCCOLI. 

Broccoli is produced in largest quantities 
by Dublin market growers during the months 
of March, April and May, and here, also, 
some local strains are maintained. In the 
inland parts of the county, owing to cold, 
February broccoli is uncertain, but it should 
succeed along the coast. The Early Roscoft 
variety, as grown at the Albert College, was 
found to be quite good, but was not fit, to 
cut till March. At places like Rush, Mr, 
Sherrard believes, it would come in earlier, 
aud that it might even be profitable to grow 
it for export to the North of England, where 
it is too cold for it to succeed. 

This early variety is a special culture in 
Cornwall for the London market. Up to a 
few years ago Cornish broccoli always fetched 
a lower price than that grown in Brittany, 
France, which was whiter in colour. The 
British Ministry of Agriculture then secured 
seed of the best Brittany variety, Early Ros- 
coff, with the result that Cornish growers have 
since been able to hold their own. 

In addition to cabbage and broccoli, there 
are grown for consumption in Dublin some 
Brussels sprouts, celery and rhubarb. Some 
of the growers are market gardeners, while 
others are farmers who Crow vevetables as one 
of their crops. : E 


AN EARLY DISTRICT. 

_ A very extensive form of market gardening 
is carried on at Rush, where early potatoes, 
carrots, parsnips, beel, peas and lettuce are 
grown. ‘The soil is almost pure sand, but as 
the water table comes near the surface it does 
not readily dry out. Beautifully clean roots 
of carrots and parsnips ‘are obtained in this 
soil, and owing to the proximity of the sea 
the disirict is early, Much of the labour is 
done by hand, the fields being small, in order 
to shelter the crops irom the sea breeze. In 
uo part of the country do small farmers in 
[relan:l work harder. ; 

A district of similar tvpe to Rush is that 
of Ballinacourty, near Dungarvan, Co, Water- 
ford. Here about 650 acres of sandy soil close 
to the sea is devoted to the culture of first 
early potatoes, lifted in June, followed by 
caulitlowers or broccoli. The average size of 
the holding is about twelve acres. The 
potatoes are exported and the broccoli is 
marketed in Waterford. 

There are, doubtless, other seaside areas 
where early market garden crops cr straw- 
berries could be profitably grown.

The Bad ACan’s Pseudonym. 


In one of Mr. George Bernard Shaw's 
plays—‘‘ Misalliance,”” if I remember 
aright—a would-be murderer, being caught 
before he can execute his felonious little 
plan and asked for his name, gives it as 
‘‘ John Brown.” The announcement, of 
course, is received with howls of merri- 
ment from his captors. The felon replies 
that there is no need for their laughter ; 
there are plenty of John Browns in the 
world, and he chances to be one of them. 

The point raises a paradox. Why has 
the popular idea sprung up that a thief ora 
murderer, or a man caught putting counters 
into a slot-machine, is telling an untruth 
if he gives his name as Brown, Smith or 
Jones? Everybody refuses to believe 
him; yet it is far more probable that he 
is telling the truth than it would be if he 
gave any other name in the whole 
directory, since there are infinitely more 
Smiths, Joneses and Browns than there 
are Cholmondeleys, Vansittarts or 
Worthington-Heles, not to speak of 
Bloggses, MacCathmaoils or Llewellyn- 
Bakers. 

On the one hand, therefore, we have 
a popularly accepted presumption that the 
bad man who calls himself Brown is using 
an alias, while, on the other hand, there 
is a high probability, based on statistics, 
that the name is genuine. What, then, is 
the poor felon to do? I cannot offer any 
suggestions. 

As a matter of fact, it turns out that the 
man in Mr. Shaw’s play was not a John 
Brown at all, but a Julius Baker—which 
does not help to simplify my thoughts on 
the subject.

The Geminids. 


The long nights of December afford 
many opportunities for meteoric observa- 
tion, and during the hours preceding mid- 
night the assiduous observer is likely to 
see many brilliant meteors flit across the 
heavens. The Geminids, which are an 
interesting meteor shower in December, 
have their maximum on the night of the 
12th, between 10 p.m. and midnight. 
There is a preliminary shower on the 
night of the 11th, with maxima during the 
hour preceding and following midnight. 
Their radiant is situated in Gemini, 
whence the meteors take their name. 
That constellation is above the horizon at 
about 6 o’clock in the evening, and is at 
present distinguished by the appearance 
of the brilliant planet Jupiter in it. 

Among other meteor showers of the 
month there is one of some intensity on 
the 16th, with maxima at 3.30 p.m. and 
7.10 p.m. On the 18th large maxima 
occur at 9 p.m. and 11 p.m. There is a 
Jarge shower on the 23rd, with maxima 
about 7 p.m, and 11 p.m., and og the 
24th there is another maximum at 9.10 
p-m. There are other large showers on 
the nights of the 28th and Wth, with prin- 
cipal maxima at 12.50 a.m. and 10.30 p.m. 
on the 29th.

Last evening as I was seated in the 
lounge of a leading city hotel awaiting a 
friend, a man seated himself beside me.

Children and Cinemas. 


Almost every time I go to see a film, 
talkie or silent, I am struck by the fact 
that children are very inadequately 
catered for in the picture houses of our 
own city.

The child 
was enchanted; ‘‘ Will this be about 
cocks, Mummie,” he wanted to: know ; but 
already the bird had disappeared. “ Td 
like to see something about a cock,’’ he 
said wistfully. 


Le Tournoi des “ Douze.” 


I hear from Paris that the first Rugby 
game played in the capital between two 
of the now famous seceding clubs eveked 
the greatest interest. So far only one 
Parisian club, the Stade Francaise, has 
joined the new Tournoi, and, while some 
withhold judgment, others are inclined to 
scoff. Last week, however, the Stade met 
the F.C. de Grendble, and a considerable 
sprinkling turned up at the Stade Buffalo 
to see if the opponents of “la brutalité” 
were any less brutal than less fastidious 
clubs. were disappoir.ted. The two 
teams, conscious that all eyes were upon 
them, were on their best behaviour. “ La 
partie,’’ my friend te ls me, almost with 
regret, “ était trés correcie,’? and an edify- 
ing display of open Rugby ‘“‘eut lieu.” 
As a matter of fact, from these two clubs 
nothing, else could have been expected;

since his retirement from the active list 
has presided over his old club, has taught 
the youth of Grendble that Rugby played 
with the proper spirit means victories.

He could have railway officials to man 
his railway stations. ordinary folk, 
apparently idle, with which to populate 
his streets; shepherds and their flocks to 
make his hills look veal, and farming folk 
in all possible attitufles. There are 
ploughmen at work, and ‘homeward 
plodding their weary way ”; milkmaids 
actually milking, or carrying the pails on 
yokes over their shoulders; small boys 
mounted on farm horses, and farm wives 
tending the fowls and the gardens.

É; ORK Corporation is providing for the 
expenditure of various sums amount- 
ing in round figures to £400,000 during 
the next few years for improvéments, many 
long been considered 
necessary. A new City Hall is to be 
erected on the site of the old one burned 
down during the- disturbances, and will 
cost, it is stated, £120,000. Substantial 
compensation was awarded for the destruc- 
tion of the previous building, but so great 
was the demand then for houses for the 
working classes, and so scanty were the 
funds held by the Corporation, that the 
compensation money was expended on 
erecting dwellings, the demand for which 
then illustrated the need. 

At present the Corporation hold their 
usual meetings in the School of Art 
through the kindness of the committee, 
while the borough offices are incon- 
veniently situated in FitzGerald’s Park. 
It is hoped to have the new hall erected 
and completed before 1932, when many 
important people are expected to visit 
Cork in connection with the International 
Exhibition, after attending the Eucharisti~ 
Congress in Dublin. 

£60,000 are earmarked for the building 
of a new School of Commerce, the nd 
for which is great. The accommoda;‘on in 
the existing school on the South Ma!l bas 
become inadequate, and the erection of a 
new building has been considered for some 
time. A few months ago an anonymous 
benefactor purchased a spacious site on 
Morrison’s Island, one of the oldest parts 
of the city, and presented it for the 
erection of the new school. Mr. Coakley. 
the Principal of the School, has been in- 
structed by his committee to instruct some 
of the leading institutions of the kind in 
Great Britain with a view of obtaining 
information that may be useful in the 
construction,of the new building. He will 
have the assistance of an architect ir 
preparing his report. 


THE SLUMS. 


Another improvement contemplated is 
the clearance of the slums in the north- 
west area, described by the City Manager, 
Mr. P. Monahan, as a festering sore on 
the face of the city. Here slaughter- 
houses are surrounded by filthy dwellings, 
possessing only the most primitive sanitary 
arrangements, and if the present Corpora- 
tion can clear the area before their term 
of office ends, they will have done a great 
work for every inhabitant in the city. 

The Corporation will embark also on a 
big scheme for the erection of working- 
class houses when the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health has outlined 
the new legislation which he is contem- 
plating in connection with loan terms and 
other matters. The Minister has stated 
in a letter to the Cork Corporation that 
bis department realises the responsibilities 


‘of the situation. 


HAULBOWLINE DOCKYARD. 


There is a prospect of steady work 
through the winter for a number of men 
engaged in ship-breaking at the Haul- 
bowline Dockyard, thanks to Messrs. 
Albeck and Petersen, the salvage firm 


| 


employed .to break up the Celtic, which 
went on the rocks at Roche’s Point two 
years ago. ‘The winter storms have 
stopped the work on the wreck, which 
is now stripped to the water-line, and it 
was feared that the workers would have 
to be dismissed ;. but the salvage firm has 
now taken over the old yard, and, will 
carry out there several contracts for ship- 
breaking. One large ship already is being 
broken up, and another is due to arrive 
this week. 

In connection with the Celtic wreck I 
am able to state that there is no danger 
of the navigable channel being obstructed 
by it, as was feared at one time. Effective 
steps have been taken to ensure a sale 
passage for all vessels.

People who think that sanatoria patients 
have a dreary time of it will read with 
interest some extracts from a letter 
addressed by a patient to Mr. Murphy, 
Secretary of the Cork Sanatorium. 
“Leaving Buttevant,’’ says the writer,

or a workhouse. I had not long 
to wait when I saw it away from me, 
tucked neatly under a mountain.

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Traffic Laws. 


Recently we commented on the new 
Traffic Act that passed the Parliament 
of Northern Ireland last session, and will 
come into operation throughout the Six 
Counties at the end of this month. Its 
main provision, herein following the 
example of the excellent British Act, 
compels every motorist to take out 
a policy of insurance against third- 
party risks. Furthermore, it visits 
with heavy penalties the practice known 
as “ joy-riding’’—a practice that has 
become increasingly common of late not 
only in the North, but in the Free State ; 
and it will forbid the overloading of motor 
cycles. No alteration will be made in the 
terms on which Free State motorists visit 
Northern Ireland; but the arrangement 
made between the two States some years 
ago, whereby a motorist of either State 
must take out a fresh licence if he wishes 
to cross the border, will be continued 
The new Free Staie traffic regulations, as 
we hope, will see the light soon; and it 
will be interesting to notice the points in 
which they resemble, and the points in 
which they differ frem, the Northern law. 
We trust that the principle of third-party 
insurance, which has gained recognition 
elsewhere, will find a place. We would 
suggest also that the Free State authori- 
ties should take the opportunity provided 
by their change of traffic regulations to 
make an effort for the abolition of border 
restrictions on the temporary import of 
cars from Northern Ireland. At present 
these restrictions sei e no useful purpose, 
and merely hinder social commerce be- 
tween the States. They are due primarily 
to Southern action; and the first move in 
their abolition would come with more grace 
from the Free State. Both sides are ready 
enough to remove them for a special 
occasion, and neither side has found itself 
a penny the worce for the courtesy. If 
the two divisions of Ireland ever are to 
appreciate each other, the srecial occasion 
must become the rule.

THE UNSUITABLE PROTESTANT.

It is perfectly clear that, if the position 
he has taken up be admitted, 1t will 
effectively close the door of every public 
library in the Free State to Protestants. if 
it be the duty of the librarian to exercise 
a censorship of all literature in the interests 
of the Roman Catholic Church, then it 1s 
obvious that in every case the local com- 
mittee will oppose the election of a Protestant. 
If, on the other hand, it be not the duty of 
the librarian to exercise such a “msh 
why should Miss Dunbar be expected to do 
so? It is strange reading when the Arch- 
deacon tells us that the Mayo Censorship 
Committee ‘‘may meet four or five times a 
year for a few hours” for so exacting and, 
in his view, so important a task. There 1s 
obviously no cogency in his anzlogy between 
the librarian of a public library, which 1s 
provided for the voluntary reading of all 
classes of the community, and the teacher 
in a denominationa! school which children 
are by law compelled to attend, and in which 
the teacher is under an obligation to give 
definite religious instruction. 

I do not intend to say anything further 
on this matter; for my position has been 
summed up in the admirable words of Dr. 
McBride when, in proposing the election of

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OUT-WORN HORSES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin —Has Mr. Leonard ever read a report 
by the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals stating that the principal slaughter- 


appliances for killing horses? Then why did 
the S.P.C.A. buy and present one hundred 
‘‘humane killers’? to the Paris glaughter- 
houses? In regard to conditions im these 
slaughter-houses, he has only to read the 
articles on this subject in the Animal World, 
and Sabertashe’s statement in J'he Tatler 
that he found that, though they had these 
““humane killers,’’ they did not use them, as 
their men had not been trained in their use. 
Perhaps, when it is realised that the brains 
of these animals are required as a delicacy, 
it is easy to understand why the men are 
not trained to use a weapon, to use which 
requires no training. Instead of the 8.P.C.A, 
being satisfied with the conditions prevailing, 
as Mr. Leonard infers, the investigations of 
the soceties have led to a bill being intro- 
duced into the British Parliament, at the 
present time, to prevent the export of live 
horses for slaughter. 

Again, do all the horses exported from 
Ireland for this trade even go to the prin- 


dents wrong who state that many of these 
horses, lame and old, are often driven for 
miles, after disembarkation, and are subjected 
to brutal treatment in order to get them to 
their destined place of slaughter—that their 
throats are cut, to ensure that their brains 
are uninjured, while the other poor brutes 
wait their turn, maddened by the sight and 
terrified by the smell of blood? It is also 
stated that on their land journeys it doés not 
pay to feed or water the horses. 

Mr. Leonard asks for an alternative. Does 
it not lie in killing all these animals humanely 
in this country? This would ensure good 
prices from the abattoirs, etc., as the Conti- 
nental buyers are now giving good prices for 
the dead meat, and would give better prices 
if no iive horses were exported. ‘The 
abattoirs would also be able to dispose of the 
by-products, which would benefit this country 
Does it not appeal to all sportsmen and horse- 
owners, whether. members of a hunt, farmers 
or purveyors, that the horses that have given 
them many a good day in the hunting field, 
or have drawn hundreds of loads safetly into 
the haggard, or delivered countless orders to 
their customers, should be saved from ill- 
treatment and a cruel death?—Yours, etc.,

Trade with I sala 


City men have been invited to attend a 
meeting at which Lord Lloyd ard Mr. 
Winston Churchill will diseuss the situa- 
tion in India and its importance to British 
trade. The meeting will be held at the 
Cannon Street Hotel on Thursday next, 
and has been convened by the Indian 
Empire Society. The Society seeks to 
awaken leading industrialists, bankers, 
shippers and merchants, as well as the 
general public, to the urgency of the 
problem. of India, and to the grave effects 
which any political change, adversely 
affecting the peace and financial stability 
of the Indian Empire, must have on 
British trade. Sir Mark Hunter, the 
secretary of the Society, said yesterday 
that the meeting was intended in no way 
to embarrass the Round Table Conference. 
It will be non-political, and Lord Sumner 
will preside. It is considered urgent that 
there shall be brought home to business 
men the serious menace which the attitude 
of certain Indian extremists presents to 
British trade.

From Oun Betrast CokresronpenT, 
ORTHERN Ireland motorists are 
making arrangements to comply with 
the provisions of tae Motor Vehicles and 
Road Traffic Act which was passed in the 
Northern Parliament last session and 
which comes into operation at the end of 
this month. 
The principal feature of the new Act is 
the tniorcement of compulsory insurance 
against third party risks. Many Northern 
motorists already hold insurance policies 
covering third party risks, but those who 
have not such policies are making, or 
should make inquiries from the insurance 
companies. | 
Several Belfast motorists were informed 
at the head office of an insurance company 
that the Compulsory Third Party In- 
surance did not apply to Northern Ireland. 
Obviously this firm was thinking only of 
the Road Traitic Bill passed in the British 
Parliament and was unaware of the faci 
that a somewhat similar provision for third 
party insurance in Northern Ireland was 
passed by the Northern Parliament. 
in order that there might be no mistake 
upon the point the Northern Ireland Home 
Office has prepared draft rules under the 
\et which they have sent to the district 
manager of each insurance company 
operating in Northern Ireland. After the 
end of the present month each motorist 
in Northern Ireland will have to carry in 
his possession, together with his driving 
and motor licences, a certificate from a 
recognised insurance company which will 
show clearly a certificate number, an index 
mark and registration number of motor 
cars insured, name of policy holder, date 
| of commencement of insurance and date 
| of expiry, and the name of the insurance 
company. : 
As there is a general opinion that under 
the new Act motor users are to be placed 
under further restrictions it should be 
made clear that motorists will be entitled 
to use their cars for all purposes for which 
they used them before the Act was passed, 
and the only.extra demand upon them is 
that they must have an insurance against 
third party risk.

In a leading article The Times of to- 
day observes:—The tragic farce which has 
occupied the stage of the Moscow Supreme 
Court for the past fortnight was brought 
to an end last night when sentence of 
death was passed on five of the eight 
accused, and three others were sentenced 
to long terms of imprisonment. From 
the beginning the conduct of the trial has 
been in keeping with the grotesque charges 
brought against the unfortunate prisoners. 
They were accused of conspiring with the 
French and British Governments and with 
foreign capitalists to overthrow the Soviet 
régime and to bring about industrial chaos 
in Russia by widespread sabotage in order 
to prepare the way for armed interven- 
tion. 

The account given of this plot in the 
long indictment by the Public Prosecutor 
was an amazing issue of inventions, which 
the prisoners were alleged to have con- 


ducted with M. Poincaré and M. Briand | 


in Paris and with “ Lord” Churchill, 
Colonel Lawrence and other Englishmen 
in London. Both the French and the 
British Governments repudiated’ the 
allegations against them, and the fantastic 
nature of the whole story, which, indeed, 
was evident from the first, was thrown 
into high relief by the discovery that Paul 
Ryabushinsky, who figured largely in the 
indictment, and the subsequent evidence, 
as the principal intermediary in Paris had 
been dead for three years before the date 
of the alleged conspiracy. 


A POLITICAL DEMONSTRATION. 

Krom the first it was clear that the trial 
was to be not a judicial inquiry, but a 
great political demonstration, intended to 
divert against foreign Governments and

Whatever they were, the 
evidence the Commission had colleeted would 
be of the greatest assistance to the Govern- 
ment in deciding what was the most suitable 
form which the relief they intended to provide 
for the agriculturist should take. 

They were agreed that the farmer deserved. 
and must receive, every assistance that, 
having regard to the country’s resources, 
could be given to him. The only question 
that remained was the form of assistance 
which would be of the t value to him 
and would, at the same time, render necessary 
the minimum imposition of burthen on the 
rest of the community.

He said:—I accept 
the main conception of the manifesto—that 
unemployment can only be reduced by rais- 
ing the standards of life in this country, and 
that such standards must be protected by 
Import Boards from dumping and “‘ sweated ”’ 
competition from abroad. I de not think that 
tariffs are the right method, and I deplore 
the ten in the manifesto towards 
economic imperialism. Í also regret that the 
manifesto puts Socialism in the back-ground. 
I believe that the world collapse proves the 
fundamental failure of the present economic 
system, and demands the application of 
Socialist principles to the distribution of 
wealth, banking, and the main industries, 
and to international arrangements for the co- 
ordination of world supplies and needs.

BENEFICENT WORK. 


ST. VINCENT DE PAUL 
NIGHT SHELTER. 


- 


The annual public meeting in aid oí the 
Free Night Shelter of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society was held in the Oak Room of the 
Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday evening. 

Sir Thomas H. Grattan Esmonde. Bart., 
who presided, said that the Night Shelter had 
done extraordinarily good work. He visited 
the Shelter a few mghts ago, and was amazed 
at what he had seen there. It was in the 
United States of America that he learned that 
Dublin City was the best provided in hospitals 
for work amongst the , but he could 
assure them that Dublin was equally well pro- 
vided with other charitable institutions. 

THE REPORT. 

The interim statement by the Committee 
for the year 1930 showed that the figures of 
relief given during that period were—Admis- 
sions 30,982, and free meals 61,588. 

These high figures, the report continued, 
necessarily reflected the grave indystrial de- 
pression which prevailed in the city and 
art goat the country generally during the 
period under review. The type of man—the 
casual labourer—for whom the Night Shelter 
chiefly catered, who under normal conditions 
was barely able to make ends meet, was the 
first to feel the result of a slump in foreign 
markets or the effects of an unfavourable 
harvest at home. The Night Shelter, for- 
tunately, was able to meet the urgent needs 
of such by supplying them, free of charge, 
with plenty of wholesome food and a comfort- 
able in a well-heated building, without 
which their plight would be pitiable in the 
extreme. In doing this, however, the resources 


| of the institution had become unduly strained, 


and the Committee were obliged, in such cir- 
cumstances, to look for a more generous 
response than usual to their annual appeal. 

The report went on to state that the 
Sunday dinners, which had been introduced 
the previous year, had proved very success- 
ful, and had bean much appreciated by the 

r men who received=them. In all 4,592 
ree Sunday dinners had been given. 

Last year another arrangement had come 
into operation, whereby those men who were 
in receipt of relief obtained work in the 
méantime were allowed to remain at the 
institution and receive bed and full board 
until they got their wages at the end of the 
week. i 

The financial report showed an increase of 
expenditure over that of the previous year, 
hut the income, unfortunately, showed a 
decrtase during the same period of £1,124. 
That was the reason why they made particu- 
lar appeal. 

A DESERVING INSTITUTION. 

In proposing the adoption of the report 
and statement of accounts, Dr. C. M. 
O’Brien said that he had grown up with 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society almost since 
childhood, and had known the Night Shelter 
since its foundation in 1912. He knew of 
no institution more deserving of financial 
recognition. 

Mr. John F. Maguire seconded. 

The Rev. John Flanagan, P.P., 
moved that the Free Night Shelter was 
worthy of support. and that a subscription 
list be opened. He expressed a hope that 
the response to the appeal wonld come from 
the whole of the Free State, for there were 
many country people who were beneficiaries 
of the charity. .

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LORD RATHCREEDAN. 

Lord Rathcreedan, whose death we 
announce to-day, says The Times, was for 
niany years, as Captain Cecil Norton, an 
active and popular Liberal member of Parlia- 
ment. Ile possessed administrative capacity, 
but it was his lot to hold only minor office. 
The eldest son of the Rev. William Norton, 
rector of Baltinglass, Co. Wicklow, he was 
born on June 23ed, 1850. At Trinity College, 
Dublin, he was a double prizeman in modern 
languages, and he joined the 5th Royal Irish 
Lancers from Sandhurst. He served for some 
years in India, passed the Staff College, was 
selected to report on Italian cavalry, and 
was Brigade-Major for Cavalry at Aldershot 
in 1881-82. 

After leaving the Army he devoted himself 
to politics, and contested Great Yarmouth in 
1885 and 1886 against the late Sir Henry Tyler. 
In 1892 he entered Parliament as Liberal 
member for West Newington, and he held 
the seat till he was raised to the peerage in 
1916. In Janmary, 1916, he was created 
Baron Rathcreedan of HBellehatch Park. 
Oxon, Rathcreedan being an Irish property 
which had been in his family for generations. 
He married, first, in 1880, Cecilia Lafayette, 
daughter of Mr. James Kennedy, of The 
Limes, Co. Down, and widow of Mr. W. T. 
Cavendish, of Crakemarsh Hall, Stafford, and 
by her (who died in 1898) he leaves one 
daughter. In 1903 he married Marguerite 
Cecil, daughter of Sir Charles Philip Hunt- 
ington, Bart., and had two sons and one 
He is succeeded by his elder son, 
Charles Patrick, who was born in 1905. 


SIR OTTO BEIT. 

Sir Otto Beit, the South African magnate 
and philanthropist, died in London yester- 
“ay—his sixty-fifth birthday. He had been 
ill for some time. 

Sir Otto had extensive interests in Rhodesia 
and South Africa, and was a director of the 
British South Africa Company and Rhodesia 
Railways, limited. He was an hon. LL.D. of 
Cape Town University. Created a Knight 
in 1920, and raised to the Baronetcy four 
vears later, Sir Otto for many years took 
the keenest interest in medical research, to 
which object he gave large sums of money. 
He was a member of the governing body of 
the Imperial College of Science and 
Technology, a trustee of the Rhodes Trust, 
and founder.of the Beit Memorial Fellowship 
for Medical Research. 

Two years ago he gave £50,000 to King 
Edward’s Hospital Fund for London, to be 
used for the purchase of radium to be lent 
to selected hospitals.

HERE is a growing feeling amongst al! 

poiitical parties in Northern Ireland 

that the Government did not act wisely 
when it declined, ‘before the close of the present 
session, to set up a committee to investigate 
expenditure upon the various Government 
departments, and also Ministerial salaries. 
The reply that any reduction would not 
benefit Northern Ireland directly, but merely 
mereas2 the amount of the Imperial contril)- 
bution, does not carry so much weight now 
that the Imperial contribution is in process 
of being wiped out by the change in taxation. 
It is felt that the Government by setting 
up a committee could have given a useful! 
lead to the Northern local authorities, and 
at the same time show its desire to keep thie 
cost of administration at the lowest possib!, 
figure, imstead of waiting until ountsid 
influences would operate, as it is expected 
they will, when the Imperial contribution is 
eliminated. 

“We have got to go slow, we have got to 
retrench.
